Since 
1992,  he  has  served  as  co-chair  of  Partnership  of  Faith,  an  inter- 
faith  organization  of  clergy  among  New  York's  Protestant, 
Catholic,  Jewish,  and  Muslim  communities,  and  served  on  the 
board  of  Manhattanville  College,  the  Interfaith  Alliance,  Harlem 
Congregations  for  Community  Improvement,  and  the  United  Way.

Rochester  Divinity  School  ;  a  Master  of  Divinity 
from  Union  Theological  Seminary;  and  a 
Bachelor  of  Science  in  Chemistry  from  Howard 
University  .  He  earned  his  Clinical  Pastoral 
Education  Certificate  from  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  in  Richmond  ,  VA  ,  in  1968. 

Born  in  1935  in  Burgaw,  North  Carolina,  Dr. 
Forbes  is  married  to  Betty e  Franks  Forbes,  for- 
merly of  San  Antonio,  TX.  They  are  the  proud 
parents  of  one  son,  James  A.  Forbes  III.

Missionary  Society. 
After  collecting  $700, 
Carey  and  his  wife  sailed 
for  Sierra  leone  in  1 82 1 
and  established  a 
mission  among  the 
mandingoes.  He  dies  in 
1 828  during  a  battle 
with  inhabitants 
in  Liberia. 
Carey  is  credited  with 
being  the  first  American 
missionary  to  Africa.

A  loving  hus- 
band, father,  grandfa- 
ther, son,  uncle, 
cousin,  friend,  teacher,

Johnson,  G.  W.  Perry,  Business 
Managers.  The  motto  of  the  Sentinel 
was  "Ethiopia  shall  soon  stretch  forth 
her  hand  unto.
